transactions and callings listed below shail be deemed privileges 
and shall not te pursued, done or engaged in within the corporate 
limits of the Town of Smithfield without license first granted 
therefor, and there is hereby assessed against the various trades, 
avocations, occupations, professions, @naployments, bsinesses,
